Comedy Chosen 
For Fall Play 

A topical political comedy has 
been selected for the all School 
Play by Drama instructor Grant 
DeBry. Called "The Girls in 509," 
it is scheduled to be performed the 
latter part of October. 

Cast for the play calls for five 
boys and five girls. Tryouts were 
held last week and rehearsals be- 
gan September 19. "The Girls in 
509" will be presented in the gym 
with central staging, where the 
audience surrounds the presenta- 
tion, much like the staging of a 
boxing match. 

Tickets will sell for 50 cents gen- 
eral admission, and 40 cents with 
ASB cards. They will be available 
at the Activities Office during the 
week preceding the performance, 
and will be sold at the door the 
three nights the play is scheduled. 

According to Mr. DeBry, "The 
Girls in 509" is the story of a 
group of women who went into 
voluntary exile in a once fashion- 
able New York Hotel following the 
defeat of Herbert Hoover in the 
presidential election of 1932. "The 
Girls" vowed not to come out until 
"That Man" (President Franklin 
Roosevelt) was out of the White 
House. 

Publicity descends on the girls 
when they are discovered and 
faced with eviction from their ho- 
tel. Soon the Democrats and Re- 
publicans arrive on the scene and 
fireworks begin to happen. 

Mr. DeBry won't reveal the end- 
ing, -but recommends that all Ti- 
tans plan to save the last week in 
October for "The Girls in 509." 



ASB Card Said 
Year's Best Bargain 

Students are reminded that the 
year's best bargain, an Associated 
Student Body Card, is now avail- 
able in the main office. According 
to Vice-Principal Jerry Haines, 
your ASB card will mean even 
more to you this year than it did 
last year. Cost is $3, half the price 
of last year's. 

The card entitles students to 
free admission to all athletic 
events, reduced dance rates, re- 
duced rates for all dramatic and 
musical events, and a special price 
on the 1961 "Torch". Without a 
card all of these things would cost 
a minimum of $14 and maybe 
more. 

Reason for the reduced price is 
the fact that this year the ASB 
card does not include student in- 
surance. This same insurance may 
now be bought separately. Accord- 
ing to Athletic Director Lou Borg, 
boys do not need insurance to par- 
ticipate in sports, although the 
parent release is still required.

Athletic Insurance 
No Longer Needed 

This year at Pioneer High 
School athletic insurance is not re- 
quired to participate in a sport. It 
has been found that most families 
carry their own insurance cov- 
erage which would provide cover- 
age for possible athletic injuries. 

If insurance is wanted however, 
information and an application 
form can be picked up in the Main 
office. The price of this new ath- 
letic insurance for all sports ex- 
cept football is $3.50. For those 
who wish to purchase accident in- 
surance that covers football, there 
is an additional fee of $12 ($15.50 
in all). 

Although athletic insurance is 
not required, parents must sign 
statement releasing the school 
from responsibility in the event of 
an athletic injury.

Seniors are not likely to be sub- 
jected to any tests except a voca- 
tional inventory test. Exact testing 
dates have not been set. 






Freshmen Slate 
Elections Soon 

Now that the confusion of the 
first week is over, freshmen are 
beginning to look like they're get- 
ting used to high school life at 
Pioneer.

Safety Check. The check will in- 
clude all student and faculty autos 
registered in the Activities and 
Business Office. 

The safety check will be held in 
the student parking lot during sec- 
ond period. Students who drive to 
school will be summoned out of 
class in order to have their cards 
inspected. 

This check will consist of check- 
ing tires, doors, lights, brakes, 
horn; and other mechanical equip- 
ment.

Expenditures Told 
In ASB Budget 

The House of Representatives re- 
cently approved the school budget 
which calls for a $15,000 expendi- 
ture. The money is alloted to some 
31 different items on the budget. 

The athletics department lists 
the top expenditure on the budget. 
It will require $4,320. This money 
will go towards equipment, uni- 
forms and medical supplies. Sec- 
ond on the list is the drill team 
which will need $1,810 for uni- 
forms, transportation and other 
needs. 

Year book publication will need 
approximately $2,800 and The Ti- 
tan Tribune must have $1,620 for 
printing purposes. 

The budget not only shows 
money going out, but it also shows 
money coming in. Athletics brings 
in approximately $2,750 in gate 
receipts. Dances throughout the 
year- bring in approximately $1,050 
and annual sales contributes ap- 
proximately $3,300 to the budget. 

This year the carnival is expec- 
ted to add at least $800 to the PHS 
fund. Clubs and organizations are 
expected to bring in another 
$1,500.

First construction was started 
in January of 1959 by the Kemp 
Bros. Contractors, who built 11 
buildings on the campus. The sec- 
ond contractor is the Diverco 
Building Corp., who are complet- 
ing seven new buildings and add- 
ing portions to six others: two 
Business Education buildings, a 
Music building, a Cafetorium, the 
Girls' Gym, and an Art and Math 
building. 

More IA Facilities 

Diverco will also add onto the 
Administration and Industrial Arts 
buildings and the Boys' Gym. In 
the Industrial Arts bungalows they 
will add two drawings rooms, two 
auto shops, a metal shop, a larger 
print shop, and a vocational car- 
pentry shop. 

To the Boys' Gym they will add 
a stage and a modified gym room. 
They also plan to convert rooms 
of the Business Education 200 and 
the Science buildings into rooms 
for Homemaking. All the buildings 
and the landscaping will be com- 
pletely finished by September, 
1961.

Commenting on the building 
program, Mr. Haines said, "I am 
very happy that the building pro- 
gram will be fully complete in 
only two years. This means that 
in September we will have a school 
for 2,400 students fully complete 
and equipped. I am sure the fine 
spirit that has been shown by the 
Pi Hi students during the program 
will carry over into great pride in 
the finished campus."

China Solves Food 
Problem, Says John

As I squat before my typewriter, 
contemplating my navel and lis- 
tening to my hair grow in the 
traditional manner, I bear in mind 
the mythical starving children of 
China. Opposed to the general 
Free-World belief that Chinese in- 
fants starve due to lack of food, 
this correspondent has quite an- 
other theory to lay at your feet. 

In America, eating is a dirty 
habit imposed upon us by our par- 
ents before we are old enough to 
know better. In China, the situa- 
tion is virtually opposite. Chinese 
children are forbidden to eat until 
the age, of 12 years, at which time 
they undergo extensive and inten- 
sive study in the fine art of Eat- 
ing with Chopsticks. 

The above paragraph merits ex- 
planation. 

You see, the Chinese are a proud 
and dignified people. Since ancient 
times, they have been justly proud 
of their ability to pick up almost 
anything with the chopsticks, from 
bits of slippery rice, to chunks of- 
meat and fish.

"Summer School is one thing all 
incoming freshmen should take ad- 
vantage of," says Mr. Paul Schu- 
mann, summer school director.

We do have an open 
campus so you can hightail it over 
to the Mall for a pizza but be sure 
to watch the time. You have 25 
minutes fo rlunch. 

Shack Always Open 

By the time you get settled down 
to work, fifth and sixth periods 
are over and 3:10 marks the end 
of school. The library is also open 
after school and for you chow 
hounds, the Shack is open until 
3:35. The bus will be there event- 
ually and most teachers are in their 
classrooms until four. This is in 
case you need to review the home- 
work or offer a feeble excuse 
about your last test grade. 

Home to the cheery prospect of 
work from every class and no 
doubt the midnight oil will burn 
all night, but life as a freshman is 
not all work. Just most of it.

According to the county counsel, they will not be responsible for 
law suits or other actions taken from prepared food sales on any 
school grounds in Los Angeles County. 

The WUHSD in turn issued a ruling that no prepared foods such 
as cakes, candied apples, cookies, or any other food of this type may 
be sold at any of the high schools under the supervision of the school 
board by a campus club. 

The main reason for this action is that, if by chance any food pre- 
pared off of the campus was poisonous or dangerous to the body system, 
and was sold on the campus, the WUHSD board could be taken to 
court and fight a long legal battle without the support of the county 
counsel. 

With this action, the main financial support for the clubs at Pioneer 
was taken away. One thing is for sure — for clubs to succeed next year, 
they will have to gather all of their hard working members or else 
face collapse financially.

According to a bulletin from a recent meeting of the California 




Junior College State Athletic Com- 
mittee, a student in a free territory 
(not in a Junior College District) 
may have ath- 
letic eligibility 
at any one of 
the three closest 
Junior Colleges, 
proximity to be 
determined b y 
actual miles of 
paved highway 
from the stu- 
dent's high 
school of grad- 
uation. 
The bulletin further states that 
students will have choice of a 
fourth junior college if that junior 
college is closer by paved highway 
to his residence than any one of 
the original three junior colleges. 

Presently Cerritos, East Los An- 
geles, and Compton, 7.4, 7.8, 12.5 
miles away respectively, are the 
only three junior colleges open to 
students who plan athletic partici- 
pation; however, if your home is 
nearer to a fourth junior college, 
Fullerton or Mount Sac for exam- 
ple, then you may apply to the con- 
ference commissioners or the Zon- 
ing Subcommittee of the State 
Athletic Committee for dispensa- 
tion. 

Additional information concern- 
ing their subject may be secured 
from Mr. Jack Jines.
